More than 40 horses are ready 
for their close-up as Cavaha, 
the multimedia equestrian 
spectacle, prepares for open¬ 
ing night in Edmonton Tues¬ 
day. 

Joining the show for the 
next year are five-month-old 
foals Sirius and Canopus, 
from two farms in Leduc 
County. 

Named after the two 
brightest stars in the night 
sky, the foals open and close 
the show to mark the evolu¬ 
tion of the relationship be¬ 
tween humans and horses, 
said rider Fairland Ferguson 
at a media event Thursday. 

“It’s only natural to start 
with a baby. At the end, you 
bring it back to the baby hors¬ 
es, which brings you back full 
circle. (After) all the stuff we 
just saw with these horses, 
they start off so delicate and 
new, tender and little. It gives 
you an overall appreciation,” 
she said, adding that the hors¬ 
es won’t be trained, but will 
be sold to caring homes after 
their run is over. 


Precious cargo 


• If the horses are being 
transported for more than 
a three-hour drive, they 
are flown in a cargo 747. 


• The show holds some 
impressive statistics: 48 
horses, with 16 stallions 
and 32 geldings. 


• It works with 11 different 
breeds with origins from 
around the world — 
including some from right 
here in the capital region. 


All horses at Cavalia are 
purchased before riders are 
chosen to join the crew, en¬ 
suring that the rider and 
horse can establish a strong 
relationship. All the acts are 
based on rider and horse abil¬ 
ity- 

“Everyone is very differ¬ 
ent and it’s really based on 
the time with the animal, pa¬ 
tience, respect and things like 
that,” Ferguson said. 

“Horses very rarely have 
problems; it’s normally rider 
error. We keep that philoso¬ 
phy here at Cavalia, and we 
really try to weed out bad rid¬ 
ers.” 

The show has been ex¬ 
tended until Oct. 7 due to 
strong ticket sales.

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Distracted-driving law 


Solicitor general 
not sold on 
demerits for 
distracted driving 

Provincial officials are 
planning to review 
Alberta’s one-year-old 
distracted driving law but 
the solicitor general and 
justice minister are not 
sold on taking on demerit 
points. 

Jonathan Denis’ com¬ 
ments Thursday came 
after Calgary police Chief 
Rick Hanson made it 
know earlier this month 
that he wants such a pen¬ 
alty added to every $173 
fine issued for activities 
behind the wheel hke tex¬ 
ting, reading and personal 
grooming, 

Hanson said motorists 
paid attention when the 
law was initially rolled 
out in September 2011 
but they’re not heeding it 
now. He plans to raise the 
idea of adding demerits 
to the legislation at a 
November meeting of the 
Alberta Association of 
Police Chiefs. 

But when asked about 
demerits earlier this 
month, Denis said it didn’t 
want to turn the province 
into a “nanny state,” and 
added that legislation 
takes time to gain general 
public acceptance. 

On Thursday, he main¬ 
tained a similar position. 

“I am not convinced 
that (demerits are) the 
way to go right now,” he 
said, “I want to look at 
the stats ... I support the 
law but let’s just take a 
measured approach.” 

Edmonton police 
handed out 3,582 tickets 
from Sept 1, 2011, to the 
end of July 2012.

City council is taking a wait- 
and-see approach as it decid¬ 
ed to delay any major changes 
to the park and ride stalls at 
the Stadium LRT station. 

At Executive Committee 
meeting Wednesday, council¬ 
lors chose to drop the 100- 
plus paid parking stalls at the 
station to just 60, with plans 
to monitor usage and decide 
whether to eliminate a fur¬ 
ther 20 paid stalls down the 
road. 

“Fm satisfied to watch it 


for now, but it doesn’t serve 
anyone to have 20 stalls go¬ 
ing empty, that can’t be used 
because they’re designated as 
paid stalls,” said Coun. Tony 
Caterina. “As the city grows, 
we’re going to need to re-visit 
how we encourage people to 
move from home to work.” 

Erik Backstrom, senior 
planner with the city’s Tran¬ 
sit Oriented Development 
(TED), said his department’s 
proposal to cut some of the 
paid park and ride stalls in 
the northern portion of the 
Stadium LRT station to make 
room for other development, 
wasn’t met with enthusiasm 
from Executive Committee. 

“Even with the amount 
of vacant and under-utilized 
land in the area, the mayor 
and others expressed concern 
that there is already enough 
happening in the inner city 
— the sense is to wait to see 
if the desire and demand for 
development grows,” said 
Backstrom.

Historic designation in works for bandshell 



She’s like a once grand old lady 
— figuring prominently in the 
early history of Edmonton — 
and she deserves some respect. 

That’s what city Coun. 
Tony Caterina is hoping, as his 
ward’s Borden Park Bandshell 
awaits designation as a mu¬ 
nicipal historic resource. Fol¬ 
lowing tentative approval at 
council’s executive committee 
meeting Wednesday, the pro¬ 
posal goes to coimcil for a final 
approval next week. 

The designation will mean 
some $36,000 toward restora¬ 
tive work on the stone and 
wood structure, which is also 
part of the Borden Park revital¬ 
ization project now imderway. 
New sidewalks are already be¬ 
ing poured throughout the 


park, and fresh sod is replacing 
a water feature removed from 
in front of the bandshell. 

“I’m so pleased we’ll be 
going ahead with this,” said 


Caterina. “This park used to 
be a focus in the city — it’s 
important to our history and 
deserves to be recognized.” 

The band shell was once a 


gathering spot for weekday 
concerts and Sunday picnics, 
used by thousands in the Ed¬ 
monton of the 1920s and 30s. 

Fair groimds, afternoon tea, 
a swimming pool and baseball 
field were further draws to the 
mature neighbourhood. 

Caterina said the bandshell 
and entire park have been 
largely unused since the 1950s, 
when other city attractions 
lured residents away. 

As part of neighbourhood 
revitalization efforts through¬ 
out the city, Borden Park 
restoration work continues 
through 2012. Final approval 
for the bandshell designation 
is expected at the City Council 
meeting Sept. 12.

The man accused in the dead¬ 
ly shooting at a Parti Quebe- 
cois gathering was slapped 
with 16 criminal charges on 
Thursday, including first-de¬ 
gree murder, three counts of 
attempted murder and arson. 

The weapon used in the 
shooting was a legally regis¬ 
tered long gun and was part 
of a broader arsenal of arms 
that were nearly all regis¬ 
tered, authorities said. 

None of the charges re¬ 
lates to premier-designate 
Pauline Marois, who was giv¬ 
ing her victoiy speech Tues¬ 
day night when the shooting 
occurred. However, prosecut¬ 
ing attorneys said additional 
charges could be added. 

Suspect Richard Henry Bain 
appeared to face the charges in 
a Mgh-security courtroom be¬ 
hind protective glass. 

Bain was represented by a 
legal-aid lawyer. She did not 
request a psychiatric evalua¬ 
tion for her client. 


His case returns to court 
on Oct. 11. 

Bain, who turns 62 this 
weekend, arrived at the 
courthouse in the back seat 
of a police vehicle as media 
waited outside. 

The only images of him 
circulating so far had been 
from the turbulent scene 
outside the Metropolis club, 
after one man was killed and 
another was injured during a 
political celebration. 

Little is known about the 
fishing-camp owner and what 
possible motivations police 
might have identified for the 
shooting on election night. 

A man burst into the back 
of the club and shot two 
people, killing a stage techni¬ 
cian. A work colleague says 
the victim, Denis Blanchette, 
had replaced her earlier in 
the day because she want¬ 
ed to vote and pick up her 
daughter at school. 

Police say the suspect then 
lit a fire in back of the club 
before he was tackled to the 
ground. Several weapons 
were confiscated — including 
the long gun allegedly used 
in the shooting. As he was 
being whisked to the police 
vehicle, Bain shouted, “The 
English are waking up.”

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Fracking blamed for B.C. 
quakes. Gas extraction 
caused tremors: Regulator 


A spate of small earthquakes 
in B.C.’s remote northeastern 
comer were caused by a con¬ 
troversial technique used to 
extract natural gas from shale 
rock, says a report by the prov¬ 
ince’s energy regulator. 

The B.C. oil-and-gas com¬ 
mission launched its probe 
after a “number of anomalous, 
low-level seismic events” were 
detected in the Horn River 
Basin, a gas-rich shale forma¬ 
tion that’s attracted some of 
the industry’s biggest players. 

“The investigation has 
concluded that the events ob¬ 
served within remote and iso¬ 
lated areas of the Horn River 
Basin between 2009 and 2011 
were caused by fluid injection 
during hydrauhc fracturing 


in proximity to pre-existing 
faults,” the agency said in a re¬ 
cent report. 

In order to break the rock 
and free the gas trapped in¬ 
side of it, companies inject a 
combination of water, sand 
and chemicals underground at 
high pressure. 

The process, known as 
hydraulic fracturing, or frack¬ 
ing, has drawn concern from 
environmentahsts and land- 
owners for the amount of 
water the process requires and 
for potential contamination of 
groundwater. 

Studies have also linked 
fracking to earthquakes 
around shale formations in 
England and Oklahoma.

Police in the Philippines 
have charged a New Bruns¬ 
wick man’s wife with mur¬ 
der after the 62-year-old was 
shot dead in the southeast 
Asian country last month. 

Martin Gamba, a spokes¬ 
man for the police force, 
says Jane Doyle and three 
men in the Philippines have 
been charged with mur¬ 
der in the fatal shooting of 
Harry Doyle of Fredericton 
at a beach resort in Surigao 
City on Aug. 12. 

“We are going to request 
the Canadian government 
to have his wife extradited 


back to the Philippines,” 
Gamba said Thursday. 

However, he said pros¬ 
ecutors still need to secure 
arrest warrants before they 
can make that request — a 
process he said could take 
30 to 45 days. 

Gamba said investigators 
believe the wife and Doyle’s 
driver hired two men to kill 
Doyle. 

Doyle could not be 
reached for comment and 
her lawyer did not return a 
message. 

But in an interview in 
Thursday’s edition of the 
Fredericton Daily Gleaner, 
Doyle said she feels she is 
being “dragged down” and 
wants to tell her side of the 
story in the presence of her 
lawyer.

The Liberal party is casting its 
doors wide open in a bid to 
have what interim chief Bob 
Rae calls “the broadest-based 
leadership contest in the his- 


toiy of the coimtiy.” 

Minnie Mouse, however, 
need not apply — either as a 
candidate or as a voter. 

Campaign rules annoimced 
by the party Thursday appear 
designed to discourage penny- 
ante pohtical gadflies and re¬ 
ward candidates with muscular 
fundraising skills, while simul¬ 
taneously inviting as many 
Canadians as possible to cast a 
ballot next April 14. 

With the once-mighty Big 
Red Machine down to 35 seats 
and third-party status in the 


House of Commons, many lib¬ 
erals feel the party has to get 
this leadership race right. 

A new class of non-dues- 
paying “supporters” has been 
created, a decision made last 
winter after intense debate at a 
national policy convention. 

Candidates will be able to re¬ 
cruit paying party members or 
non-paying supporters up to 41 
days before decision day.

Katz said she had a 
negative experience at 
the Mambo Nuevo Latino 
restaurant on May 28,

from a photo-sharing web¬ 
site to create a fake profile 
on adultcyberdating.com. 

In her decision. Justice 
Lahaie said the Crown 
proved beyond a reason¬ 
able doubt the identity of 
the person who sent those 
emails and created the 
website profile. 

Simoes was the only 
person “with a strong mo¬ 
tivation” to commit these 
offences, Lahaie said.

TD Bank says tighter mortgage 
rules should do the job of cool¬ 
ing Canada’s hot housing mar¬ 
ket in the short term, but high¬ 
er interest rates will be needed 
to return the market to saner 
levels. 

The bank’s chief economist 
Craig Alexander estimates the 
new rules, which went into ef¬ 
fect July 9, will shave five per¬ 
centage points off sales activity 
and cut prices by three per cent 
on average during the second 
half of this year and early 2013. 

In the next three years, he 
expects the combination of the 
tighter rules and anticipated 
modest increases in interest 
rates will result in a 10 per cent 
price correction on homes.

already tentative signs that the 
new rules have tempered sales, 
if not prices, especially in the

In July, Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty reduced the amor¬ 
tization rate on new insured 
mortgages to 25 years from 30, 
bringing the maximum period 
for paying off a home back to 
the historic level.

fourth time Flaherty had tight¬ 
ened mortgage rules in as many 
years. 

Alexander says the latest 
moves, which hike mortgage 
costs by $140 a month on the 
average priced home, may be 
even more effective than the 
previous efforts in slowing the 
market. 

But if the experience of the 
previous three moves are any 
guide, the slowdown will be 
temporary, lasting a few quar¬ 
ters, after which Canadians will 
dive back into the market.

Canadians saving, 
but not enough 
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Survey results. Nearly 
half of Canadians live 
paycheque to paycheque 


A new survey suggests fewer 
Canadians are living from 
paycheque to paycheque, and 
more are putting money aside 
for a rainy day or retirement. 

But there are still a large 
number that would face dif¬ 
ficulties after one week of not 
receiving their cheques, and 
savings rates remain low, the 
results show. 

The survey by the Canadian 
Pa 3 n:oll Association found 47 
per cent sa 3 dng they would be 
in financial dire straits if their 
pay was delayed just one week. 

That is a worrying number. 


said the group, but signifi¬ 
cantly lower than the 57 per 
cent that reported such a thin 
margin of financial security 
last year. 

Also, 66 per cent of the 
3,500 employees from across 
Canada that participated in 
the survey said they are trying 
to save more, up from 40 per 
cent in last year’s results. 

CPA chairman Caroline Ber¬ 
nard said this year’s results are 
encouraging, but Canadians 
still face financial challenges. 

“Only 13 per cent have 
saved half or more of their re¬ 
tirement funds goal,” she said. 

In fact, the survey shows 
Canadians realize that in these 
diflBcult economic times and 
low rates of return, they will 
have to sock away more money 
than in the past for retirement. 


Only 34 per cent of Can¬ 
adians now believe that savings 
of between $500,000 and $1 
million will support a comfort¬ 
able retirement, while 38 per 
cent believe between $1 and $3 
milhon will be required. 

Although more Canadians 
say they are saving, they are not 
saving enough. Ahnost half said 
they are putting away five per 
cent or less of their pay, about 
half what financial planners

TIFF list out of Roger Ebert 



A critic’s take. World’s 
most famous cinephile 
shares his memories 
of Toronto’s fest, 
but won’t play the 
'best picks’ game

Roger Ebert, the Chicago- 
based world’s most famous 
film critic, has spent a con¬ 
siderable amount of time in 
Toronto. 

“I’ve spent six months 
there,” he wrote in a recent 
email exchange, “one festival 
at a time.” 

The festival that brings 
him to Hogtown is the Toron¬ 
to International Film Festival, 
which kicked off its 37th year 
today. 

In his review of Melan¬ 
cholia he waxed rhapsodic 
about the importance of TIFF. 

“Toronto announces the 
end of a summer of often 
disappointing and over¬ 
inflated ‘blockbusters,’ and 
an autumn that feels like a 
springtime of the cinema.” 


He wrote from experience. 
The Pulitzer Prize winner has 
been attending TIFF since its 
inception. 

In fact, he’s so familiar 
with TIFF he even has a nick¬ 
name for the vertigo-indu¬ 
cing staircase at one of their 
premier theatres. 

The “escalator of terror” 
he calls it. 

Length of escalators aside, 
he is succinct when I ask 
about the changes he’s no¬ 


ticed over the years. 

“It’s grown bigger and bet¬ 
ter,” he wrote. 

As for any improvements 
he’d like to see made? 

“Most of the changes I’ve 
wished for have, in fact, been 
made.” 

He’s more forthcoming 
when I ask how he would ex¬ 
plain the importance of film 
festivals to someone who has 
never attended one. 

“It’s a way to expose 


yourself to the best of new 
world filmmaking, three to 
four films a day, and (equally 
valuable) join in the conver¬ 
sations before and after them 
and while in hne. You just 
can’t get up to speed with a 
couple of multiplex pictures 
a month.” 

As for advice to a TIFF 
newbie? 

“Avoid the movies that 
will be opening between now 
and Christmas, and seek out 
those that sound intriguing.” 

He’s had many intriguing 
festival moments over the 
years, so I asked him to de¬ 
scribe his most vivid TIFF 
memory. 

“I’ve never heard a more 
ecstatic audience reaction 
than at the premiere for Jason 
Rietman’s Juno,” he wrote. 
“That’s not to say it was the 
best film I’ve ever seen at To¬ 
ronto, although I loved it — 
but that I have an audience 
reaction to judge other reac¬ 
tions against.” 

There are 372 features 
at this year’s festival, so it 
seemed obvious to inquire 
about what he was most ex¬ 
cited to see and why. 

“Oh, no. I won’t play,” he 
scolded. “I never, ever make 
lists, and especially of Aims I 
haven’t seen.”

Filmmaker Ira Sachs bares 
all with his latest, Keep the 
Lights On, an unflinchingly 
autobiographical look at a 
decade-long relationship 
between two men (Thure 
Lindhardt and Zachary 
Booth) wrestling with love, 
compulsion and addiction 
in New York City. 

Of course, it’s not a docu¬ 
mentary so there are some 
differences and fictional- 
izations. For starters, Sachs 
clearly is Danish, as the 
main character in the film 
is. 

What is the attraction 
in drawing so directly 


from your own life for 
your films? 

I kind of feel like it’s all 
we have as artists. 1 mean, 
we have craft and we have 
skills and we have taste, but 
what we really have to offer 
— or what 1 feel I have to 
offer — is the things 1 know 
intimately. And 1 have al¬ 
ways relied on my own ex¬ 
perience as the base of my 
work. 

What I generally feel 
is that a story becomes 
visible to me as a film¬ 
maker when 1 have a great 
depth of knowledge about 
the story and also a certain 
kind of distance, which 
makes it possible for me to 
be clearheaded as a story¬ 
teller. 

And you felt enough time 
had gone by since this 
relationship? 

Yeah, 1 mean I ended a rela¬ 
tionship in 2008, and 1 was 
aware soon after that 10 
years before there had been 
a first day of this relation¬ 
ship and then somehow in 
between the two was a real¬ 
ly good story. 


What made you want to 
cast Lindhardt, a Danish 
actor, as your onscreen 
counterpart? 

He was described to me as 
“the bravest actor in Den¬ 
mark.” 

The material in the film, 
it’s veiy open and very sex¬ 
ual and very naked in a lot 
of ways, both physically and 
emotionally. I had a sense 
that 1 might not be able to 
cast it in America. 

For example, 1 sent the 
script to an agent in Holly¬ 
wood who I’ve often sent 
scripts to before, and the re¬ 
sponse I got back was, “No 
one in our agency will be 
available.” 

The depictions of sex in 
the tilm are very frank and 
natural. 

One of the things I liked 
about [cinematographer] 
Thimios Bakatakis’ work is 
that sex scenes are not dif¬ 
ferent scenes than a Christ¬ 
mas dinner or someone at 
work in an office. 

They’re just other things 
that people do together. 

And you kind of feel 


that in the film, that there 
isn’t this kind of misty haze 
that covers the screen when 
people start to have sex. 

In the film, the main 
character wins the Teddy 
award at the Berlin Film 
Festival, which this film it¬ 
self went on to win. Is that 
an example of a successful 
subliminal message? 

I hope that wasn’t the rea¬ 
son [we won the Teddy], but 
I’m certainly glad we won. I 
won the Grand Jury prize at 
the Sundance Film Festival, 
and I thought that would 
be just too dead-on and too 
much about me. 

I had to think of a com¬ 
parable [award], and that 
seemed in the scale. I didn’t 
think it seemed fair for 
these characters to win the 
Palme d’Or at Cannes. It 
was fun to imitate the actor 
who was imitating a char¬ 
acter based on me winning 
a prize at a film festival — 
which I felt like I was do¬ 
ing. When I won the prize 
at Berlin I felt like I was 
playing Thure winning the 
prize.

This film was my introduc¬ 
tion to New-York-based 
films, and actually New York 
City as a whole.

Will the empty chair stunt 
equal empty seats for Clint? 


Trouble with the 
Curve. Eastwood’s 
political stunt has 
some wondering if it 
will hurt the debut of 
his new film 


A week after Clint Eastwood’s 
appearance before the Repub¬ 
lican National Convention, 
mocking continues about the 
Holl5^ood veteran’s peculiar, 
rambling conversation with 
an imaginary President Bar¬ 
ack Obama in an empty chair, 
raising the question: Will his 
latest film also be playing to 
empty seats when it debuts 
later this month? 

Eastwood’s nearly 

12-minute-long speech, par¬ 
tially directed to an invisible 
Obama, has fired up a social 
media meme that shows no 
signs of cooling. 

It includes the popular 
#Eastwooding and the @

waving Republican, a 
fiscal conservative who 
takes left-leaning stands 
on social issues like gay 
marriage.

InvisbleObama account on 
Twitter, as well as jokey vid¬ 
eos of the infamous seat host¬ 
ing a press conference and 
a montage of empty chairs 
plopped into Eastwood film 
scenes. 

While such ridicule plays 
well online, it could prove 
disastrous at the box office 
when Trouble With the Curve 
opens nationwide Sept. 21. 
The film stars Eastwood as a 
past-his-prime baseball scout 
for the Atlanta Braves who’s 


with right-wingers earlier 
this year with corporate 
support. 


• Audience. Moviegoers 
aren't the only audience 
Eastwood might have to 
worry about following his 
divisive speech supporting 
Mitt Romney. There's also 
left-leaning Hollywood. 


accompanied by his law¬ 
yer daughter, played by The 
Fighter actress Amy Adams, 
on a last-chance scouting trip 
to North Carolina. 

“If you’re a Clint Eastwood 
fan, my guess is you’ll prob¬ 
ably still go to see the movie,” 
said S. Mark Young, co-author 
of The Mirror Effect: How Ce¬ 
lebrity Narcissism is Seducing 
America and professor at the 
University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia’s Marshall School of 
Business. “If you’re not, you 


might be very disappointed 
with what’s become of Clint.” 

The movie, which also 
stars Justin Timberlake as 
a rival scout, is directed 
by Eastwood collaborator, 
Robert Lorenz, and is be¬ 
ing distributed by Warner 
Bros. A studio spokeswoman 
declined to comment if the 
film’s marketing campaign 
would be tweaked in light 
of Eastwood’s odd conven¬ 
tion appearance. He’s still 
expected to attend the film’s 
junket and premiere. 

Leonard Hirshan, East¬ 
wood’s longtime manager, 
said the 82-year-old actor-dir¬ 
ector would likely appear on 
one talk show to promote the 
film. He wasn’t sure which 
one. Hirshan didn’t origin¬ 
ally know Eastwood was plan¬ 
ning to appear at the conven¬ 
tion in Tampa, Fla. He noted 
Eastwood doesn’t employ a 
personal representative and 
usually “chooses to do what 
he wants to do.”

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How much does a 
good web series cost? 

Internet-based TV. 

Bryan Singer’s H+ is a 
possible blueprint for 
dramatic digital series 


That’s been an evolving but 
constant question as digital 
series multiply. Increasingly, 
Internet-based series aspire to 
television-level quabty, while 
tiying to get by on Web-sized 
budgets. 

But this has mainly meant 
that most web series look 
shoddy Fast and cheap has 
brought a rise in talk-show 
style productions, particularly 
among YouTube’s channels 
and Yahoo’s original program¬ 
ming. Comedy, less rehant on 
production vine, is also less 
expensive, a truism proven by 
Zach Galifianalds’ Between Two 
Ferns, which flourished with 
merely a guest and two potted 
plants. 

Drama, though, has always 
been a more costly proposition. 
On the web, the economics usu¬ 
ally just haven’t added up. 

Enter H-i-, a digital series pro¬ 
duced by Bryan Singer, the dir¬ 
ector of The Usual Suspects and 
X-Men, as well as the executive 
producer of one of those high- 
price TV dramas. House. The 
sci-fl H-i- is an ambitious, 48-part 
show with clear intentions of 
raising the bar on digital series 
and bringing a higher standard 
of production value to the web. 

“There were always differ¬ 
ent forms of short comedic 
programming (online), but I 
primarily come out of narrative

Canadian content. 

Sloan celebrates Twice 
Removed, a beloved 
record once considered 
a failure 


Now that it’s a fixture on lists 
of the greatest Canadian rock 
albums of all time, it’s easy to 
forget that Sloan’s Twice Re¬ 
moved was once reviled. 

Or at least it was by the 
behemoth of alt-rock record 
labels, Geffen, when the Hali¬ 
fax quartet delivered the glim¬ 
mering LP, a thoughtful collec¬ 
tion of brightly lit guitar-pop. 

Twice Removed was an 
admitted left-turn from the 
group’s distortion-contorted 
debut Smeared, and at a time 
when the modem-rock charts 
were dominated by sludge- 
shnging Nirvana imitators, 
their sophomore album was 
not what the label wanted to 
hear. It was clean, back when 
“clean” was a dirty word. 

The album killed the gold¬ 
en goose. It broke up the band. 
But now they’re celebrating it, 
in the form of a deluxe vinyl re¬ 
issue and a cross-country tour 
during which Sloan will play 
the record in its entirety. 

Back when Gefien first re¬ 
jected it — when they asked 
the band to re-record the en¬ 
tire thing — the band certainly 
never imagined they would 
one day warm to the album. 

“Self-doubt is my default 
setting — but I was the most 
torn up about it,” said bass¬ 
ist and co-ffontman Chris 
Murphy in a recent interview 
from their cluttered Toronto 
rehearsal space. 

“I probably would have 
done an 5 ^hing, I was so excited 


to be on Geffen.... ‘Oh, they’re 
asking us to record the whole 
thing again? I guess that’s what 


you do. I guess that’s what we 
should do.’ 

“I’m glad that we didn’t.” 


So are the album’s legions 
of fans. 

But they didn’t really exist 


back in 1994. Sure, Sloan did 
have fans. A couple of years 
prior, they had inked a deal 


with Geffen — the home of 
Nirvana, Beck and Sonic Youth 
— on the strength of their 
1992 Peppermint EP, and fol¬ 
lowed it with their messy but 
charming full-length Smeared 
later that year. 

That debut was a moderate 
chart success in Canada, but 
was most notable for the seem¬ 
ingly rosy future it forecast. In 
tmth. Smeared was a dissonant 
pastiche of various indie-rock 
influences, one which both 
belied the band’s inexperience 
and hinted at real songwriting 
skill submerged under the lay¬ 
ers of fashionable fuzz. 

That album, of course, is 
celebrating its 20th anniver- 
saiy this year. But the band 
didn’t really savour the idea of 
pla 3 dng Smeared ffont-to-back 
every night. 

“There’d be a bunch of 
songs where we’d be like: ‘Ugh. 
Skip that one,”’ laughed Mur¬ 
phy. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

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Lady Gaga’s meat dress joins D.C. museum 


Women Who Rock. 

Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame opens national 
tour about the 'first 
ladies of rock' 


Lady Gaga’s famous meat dress 
has made its way to the U.S. 
capital, along with Loretta 
Lynn’s song about The Pill and 
other relics from music history. 


The Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame in Cleveland is opening 
a national tour for an exhibit 
about pioneering women in 
rock ‘n’ roll, tracing the evolu¬ 
tion of women artists and their 
impact on music. It opens Fri¬ 
day at the National Museum of 
Women in the Arts in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 

Curator Meredith Rutledge- 
Borger told The Associated 
Press the exhibit. Women Who 
Rock: Vision, Passion, Power is 
inherently political, in part, as 


it highlights many “first ladies 
of rock” who have spoken loud 
and clear on women’s rights, 
gay rights and other issues 
through their music. 

“This really is the centre of 
our pohtical life,” Rutledge-Bor- 
ger said during the Washington 
opening. “Bringing this exhibit 
here kind of redefines what’s 
important in our histoiy and 
pohtical life ... at a time when 
there’s taUc of women being 
imder attack in politics.” 

More than 250 artifacts rep¬ 


resent 70 women who were 
“engines of change and creativ¬ 
ity,” she said, each helping to 
redefine who could make rock 
‘n’ roU. It features items from 
Cher, the B-52s, Donna Sum¬ 
mer, Stevie Nicks, Cyndi Lauper 
and Madonna’s provocative 
outfit from her Blonde Ambi¬ 
tion tour. 

Lynn’s country song. The 
PiU, was considered so con¬ 
troversial in 1975 that her re¬ 
cord label delayed its release 
for three years. Lynn later re- 
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coimted that doctors told her 
the tune was pivotal in rural ac¬ 
ceptance of birth control. 

“We really wanted to make 
sure this wasn’t just a fashion 
show,” Rutledge-Borger said. 
“We wanted to showcase these 
artists as musicians.” 

For the National Museum 
of Women in the Arts, it’s the 
first exhibit to feature women 
performing artists, said chief 
curator Kathiyn Wat. 

Gaga’s dress from the 2010 
MTV Video Music Awards — 
now dried, preserved and paint¬ 
ed to restore its original raw 
meat colour — is being shown 
in its political context. 

When Gaga wore the dress, 
she was accompanied by U.S. 
soldiers impacted by the “don’t 
ask, don’t teU” policy to protest 
the ban on gays serving openly 
in the mihtary. She explained 
that if people don’t stand up for 
their rights, “pretty soon we’re 
going to have as much rights 


as the meat on our own bones. 
And, I am not a piece of meat.” 

Beyond the dress’s shock 
value. Gaga’s push for inclu¬ 
sion of gays or anyone else 
who is not mainstream helped 
cement her place as a pioneer, 
said Rutledge-Borger. 

“If you dig a little deeper, 
there’s this important message 
of inclusion and family,” she 
said. “That to me is really why 
she’s so powerful.” 

The museum also is featur¬ 
ing Gaga’s outfit from the 2010 
Grammy Awards, where Poker 
Face won for best dance record¬ 
ing, and her childhood piano. 
She began taking lessons when 
she was 4. 

Women Who Rock will re¬ 
main on view in Washington 
through Jan. 6. Then it wiU 
travel to the Durham Museum 
in Omaha, Neb., the EMP Mu¬ 
seum in Seattle and the Musical 
Instrument Museum in Phoe¬ 
nix.

meats. 

Tube-style pre-cooked po¬ 
lenta is usually sold in the 
grocer’s natural foods section. 
This product is ready to slice 
and toss on the grill or into a 
skillet to pan-fry. 

1. In stainless steel bowl, stir 
mirin, crushed pepper sauce, 
vinegar and soy sauce. Add 


pork, toss, refrigerate 20 mins. 

2. In saucepan over medium 
heat, combine polenta and 
milk. Stir until soft and heated 
through, 6 to 7 minutes. Cover 
and set aside. 

3. In skillet, heat oil over 
medium-high. Remove pork 
from the marinade (reserve 


marinade); add to pan. Brown 
cutlets on each side 4 mins. 
Add marinade from bowl to 
skillet and bring to boil. 

4. Stir feta cheese into polen¬ 
ta, then season with salt and 
pepper. To serve, spoon polen¬ 
ta onto each plate, top with 
pork and sauce from pan.
